The 17th president of Rutgers, The 
State University of New Jersey, Dr. 
Edward J. Bloustein is at once a law- 
yer, a political theorist, a former po- 
litical analyst for the State Depart- 
ment, professional philosopher, in- 
ternational scholar and teacher. 

And he is without a doubt Rutgers’ 
number one sports buff, present and 
urging on the Scarlet Knights at 
every sporting event he is able to 
attend. 

Dr. Bloustein was educated at 
New York University’s Washington 
Square College, where he was gradu- 
ated as a member of Phi Beta Kappa. 
He went on to earn a Bachelor of 
Philosophy degree at Wadham Col- 
lege of Oxford University in 1950, 
after attending Oxford asa Fulbright 
Scholar. He earned a Ph.D. in philo- 
sophy at Cornell University in 1954 
and a law degree there in 1959. 

Dr. Bloustein was a lecturer in the 
philosophy of the law and social phi- 
losophy at Brooklyn College in 1950- 
51 and instructor in logic and philo- 
sophy at Cornell in 1954-55. He also 
served as a political analyst for the 
State Department in 1951-52 and 
again in 1955-56. 

Dr. Bloustein served as a law clerk

Gruninger 
Athletic Director 


A member of the Rutgers Athletic 
Department since 1964, Fred Gru- 
ninger assumed the duties of Athletic 
Director in January, 1973, and is now 
in his eighth year as head of the Div- 
ision of Intercollegiate Athletics and 
Recreation. His leadership has been 
one of indefatigable effort, unbridled 
enthusiasm and confident energy. 

A 1953 Rutgers graduate, Grunin- 
ger played football and baseball as a 
collegian and later excelled at golf, 
turning to the professional links fora 
brief period. As the Scarlet Knight 
golf coach from 1964 to 1973, he re- 
corded an outstanding 109-30-2 
mark, Prior to his appointment in 
1973, he served as assistant, then as- 
sociate athletic director for nine years 
after a five-year stint in the alumni 
relations department. 

Gruninger’s aggressive leadership, 
during which Rutgers has fielded an 
undefeated football team, a basket- 
ball squad which won 31 consecutive 
games and advanced to the Final 
Four, a woman’s court squad which 
has been in the Final Four and the 
Final Eight, and a woman’s swim- 


to Judge Stanley H. Fuld of the New 
York State Court of Appeals from 
1959-1961, when he joined the New 
York University School of Law as an 
assistant professor. He rose to the 
rank of full professor in 1964. 

When Dr. Bloustein assumed the 
presidency in 1971 of Rutgers, the 
eighth oldest university in the United 
States, he had been president, since 
1965, of Bennington College, a small, 
highly-regarded experimental liberal 
arts college in Bennington, Vt. 

As befits a man of logical thought 
and training, Dr. Bloustein is a deci- 
sive administrator and is constantly 
challenging the future. His concerns 
are reflected in his recent Commence- 
ment Address: 

science and_ technological 
change are not antithetical to human 
values. It may be that the scientific 
genie cannot be returned to its bottle, 


ming team which won 28 straight 
meets, the athletic program has 
grown from 16 men’s sports to 29 for 
men and women. His scheduling ge- 
nius has generated grid games with 
such major opponents as Penn State, 
Alabama, Tennessee and Pittsburgh. 

A native of Fanwood and a resi- 
dent of Martinsville, Gruninger cred- 
its talented players and a dedicated 
coaching staff to the success of 
Rutgers football. The third ingre- 
dient, “particularly as the program 
heads into the 1980’s for the continu- 
ation ,of our successes, is ... the 
Rutgers fan!” 


but it can be harnessed to work for us 
rather than against us. We suffer, not 
from too much knowledge of science, 
but from too little knowledge of mor- 
als and too little appreciation of the 
instruments of social and political 
control necessary to harness science 
and technology for human will and 
purpose.

— A Singular Career 


During that Golden Era of Rutgers football — that 
postwar period between 1945 and 1948 when the Scarlet 
Knights won 27 of 34 games, Frank Burns was selected to 
the All-East team twice, received honorable mention 
notice on a number of All-America squads, played in the 
1949 East-West Shrine game and was named the most 
valuable player in the Herald Tribune All-Star contest. 

Burns began his collegiate career as a 17-year old in 
charge of a Scarlet offense composed largely of World 
War II veterans and quickly picked up the nickname, 
“Flinging Frank,” an alliterative title he deserved as he set 
about establishing passing marks which remained 
Rutgers records for some 20 years. His four-year totals 
were 155 completions in 402 attempts for 2,751 yards and 
25 touchdowns. His own products, Rich Policastro, Leo 
Gasienica and Bert Kosup now own the marks. 

The young QB brought in some weighty credentials 
from Roselle Park, where he was a three-sport standout 
for four years. He had captained his football and basket- 
ball squads, had earned All-State honors in football and 
baseball for two seasons and in basketball once. His grid 
team had taken the Group II state title in 1943 and 1944 
and the court squad was the state champ in 1945. 

The honors continued to stack up at Rutgers, where he 
played baseball for four years, and basketball for one. It 
was in the fall, however, that he became the idol of Scarlet 
fans, many of whom still fondly recall the era and even 
more fondly, recount it. As a freshman in 1945, Burns led 
the Scarlet to a 5-2 record and followed that with a 7-2 
mark which included a 53-0 win over Johns Hopkins, 
where he would become head coach five years later. 

Doubling as a ferocious linebacker, Burns took 
Rutgers to an 8-1 mark in 1947 accumulating a record 
911 yards passing and 11 TDs. Burns and his Golden Era 
teammates recall, in particular, the defensive strength of 
the 1947 Scarlet. In fact, by vote at their Silver Anniver- 
sary celebration, they cited the 1947 Princeton game (and 
the Tiger game the next season in Palmer Stadium) as the 
highlights of their careers. 

The 1947 Princeton game was the first in Rutgers Sta- 
dium between the rivals since 1938 when the Scarlet dedi- 
cated the stadium with the first Rutgers win since 1869. 
Burns led a defense that limited the Tigers to just 51 yards 
on the ground and, though not given to reciting his own 
achievements, remembers his game-saving tackle in the 
13-7 win. “I wasn’t the world’s fastest man but somehow I 
caught Cowie (a 9.6 sprinter) at our 25-yard line.” That 
was at the end of a 47-yard completion that threatened the 
victory. 

Rutgers went 7-2 in 1948 under the leadership of the 
senior class president who again excelled in the 22-6 win 
at Princeton. Winless in 32 straight games at Palmer 
Stadium, Rutgers figured the hex remained when the 
home team scored after just four minutes. But, Burns’ 
46-yard TD toss to Dick Cramer gave the visitors a lead 
they never relinquished. 
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In the era of one-platoon football, the Scarlet coach 
often saw 60-minutes of action with brilliant play as a 
linebacker. In fact, it was his defensive excellence which 
earned him the MVP award in the 28-13 upset of the New 
York Giants by the Eastern College All-Stars in the Polo 
Grounds in 1949. In on only one offensive play, Burns was 
credited with 17 tackles and came away witha television 
set presented by Mad Man Muntz. 


A little known tid-bit about that game is that Burns was 
brilliant at quarterback in an intrasquad game as the 
All-Stars prepped for the annual Herald Tribune Fresh 
Air Fund contest. He led the Gold Squad to a 21-7 
decision over the White team, completing 10 of 15 passes, 
twice connecting for four straight. Columbia’s Gene 
Rossides would handle the QB duties against the Giants 
as Burns closed out his collegiate career with one of his 
greatest performances. 

A measure of the player is his recent remark: “When I 
was held out of the defense for some reason, I resented it 
. .. The one thing I remember vividly about the teams I 
played on is that we felt we never would lose. We had a 
great attitude toward winning and what I would hope all 
my teams have had, and will have, is the same confidence 
we had back in the forties.” 

Following his final season as a player, Burns was back 
that fall, coaching the running backs. But, in 1951, he 
decided to take a shot as head coach at Johns Hopkins as 
a 23-year old. He produced a 6-9-2 record for a pair of 
seasons before returning as freshman head coach at his 
alma mater in 1953. After two seasons, he was promoted 
to the varsity as backfield coach under Harvey Harman in 
1955 and kept the post under John Stiegman in 1956.

Chatham High School beckoned in 1957 and Burns 
accepted the challenge of building a program that had lain 
dormant for 25 years. That mission accomplished, he 
returned to Rutgers to coach the offensive backs from 
1961 to 1967. John Bateman named Burns offensive coor- 
dinator in 1968, a position he held until appointed head 
coach in 1973. 

In his first season as head coach, Burns compiled a 6-5 
record, the first of seven straight winning campaigns. In 
1974, the Scarlet improved to 7-3-1 which included an 
impressive Rutgers Stadium win over Air Force and the 
celebrated 6-6 stalemate with Princeton, the first tie in the 
record book since 1952 and the only one for his career at 
Rutgers. The Scarlet won the final seven games in 1975 


for a 9-2 mark and added 11 consecutive victories in 1976 
for an 18-game win streak and the first undefeated season 
since 1961. The Scarlet squad was ranked 17th in the 
nation and became only the sixth team in NCAA history 
to lead the nation in three defensive categories. 

Burns was honored as the Coach of the Year by the 
Walter Camp Foundation and the New Jersey Football 
Writers (he received the latter award again in 1978 and 
1979). His squad was the ECAC’s Team of the Year. 

The 1977 season opened with a pair of losses but 
Rutgers rebounded with five straight wins. At that point, 
Burns suffered a heart attack and missed the final four 
games of the 8-3 season. Six months later, in May, he 
underwent a successful quadruple artery operation and 
spent the summer in recuperation. He was back to full- 
time duty in August, prepping for a season that would 
flower into a 9-3 mark, a third place Lambert Trophy 
standing and Rutgers first bowl game. The Garden State 
Bowl loss to Arizona State did not dim a season that saw 
nine straight victories between an opening and closing 
loss. 

Last year’s 13-7 win over Tennessee in Knoxville might 
stand as Burns’ (and Rutgers’) most memorable victory 
but seven others in 1979 were also significant as the 
coach’s seven-year record went to 58-19-1. It was a season 
in which eight victories was not a totally realistic hope in 
August. What a joy it was in November! 

For some 40 years, Burns has gone into Augusts with 
the confidence that all successful players and coaches 
have. His Novembers have always been the product of 
that confidence.

BILL SPERANZA, 
OFFENSIVE 
COORDINATOR 


An outstanding quarterback dur- 
ing his playing days at Rutgers, Bill 
Speranza enters his eighth season as 
offensive backfield coach and his 
fourth as offensive coordinator for 
the Scarlet. 

Speranza was involved with two 
undefeated football campaigns at 
Rutgers, leading his Scarlet team toa 
perfect 9-0 log in 1961 asa player and 
serving as offensive backfield coach 
during the stellar 11-0 1976 season. 

A 1962 Rutgers graduate, Sper- 
anza began his coaching career in 
1965 when he guided the Knight’s 
freshman team to a 5-0 mark. Two 
years later, after the sub-varsity unit 
compiled another unbeaten (5-0) sea- 
son, Speranza became coach of the 
varsity defensive backs. 

Speranza is credited with the de- 
velopment of running back “JJ” Jen- 
nings, who led the nation in scoring 
in 1973. Record-setting quarterback 
Bert Kosup, durable Mike Fisher 
and, most recently, fullback Glen 
Kehler and quarterback Ed Mc- 
Michael are bright spots on Speran- 
za’s long list of credits. 

Bill and his wife Linda live in 
Bridgewater with their two daugh- 
ters, Susan and Karen.

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JAMES TAIGIA, 
OFFENSIVE LINE 


A veteran member of the Rutgers 
coaching staff, Jim Taigia has been in 
charge of the Scarlet offensive line 
since 1968. 

A former Scarlet Knight football 
player and an ex-sailor, the “Chief” 
has the uncanny ability to get the 
word across when he barks orders to 
his offensive troops while his insis- 
tent methods have motivated 
Rutgers linemen for eleven years. 

Taigia performed as a tough two- 
way guard on the 1947, 48 and 49 
teams and helped the Scarlet Knights 
sail through 8-1, 7-2, and 6-3 cam- 
paigns. After an outstanding scholas- 
tic coaching career at Rahway, 
Piscataway and Hillside, Taigia ac- 
cepted a coaching position at his 
alma mater. 

The veteran coach, a former bas- 
ketball official, is especially noted for 
the development of the Scarlet’s out- 
standing 1976 offensive line, a unit 
that made 287 points possible during 
the 11-0 campaign. 

Taigia, a long-time resident of 
Highland Park, now resides on the 
Jersey Shore in Bay Head with his 
wife, Ruth. 


GREG GIGANTINO, 
CENTERS 


A former collegiate linebacker at 
Wagner College, Greg Gigantino 
begins his first season as a full-time 
member of Frank Burns’ Rutgers 
football coaching staff. 

Gigantino, a part-time Rutgers as- 
sistant since 1978, will handle the of- 
fensive centers in addition to various 
recruiting responsibilities. 

A 1977 graduate of Wagner, 
Gigantino played for four years as a 
linebacker at the Staten Island school 
but has been familiar with Rutgers 
football for many years. 

Gigantino, who coached the var- 
sity receivers at Indiana University of 
Pennsylvania before joining the Sca- 
rlet staff, attended J.P. Stevens High 
School in nearby Edison and has 
been interested in Rutgers football 
since his scholastic playing days. 

The Scarlet coach now resides in 
New Brunswick with his wife, 
Catherine.

A former Penn State quarterback 
and a professional football player in 
four leagues, Tom Sherman begins 
his first season as a member of the 
Rutgers football coaching staff. 

Sherman lettered for three years at 
Penn State as a signal-caller, split end 
and defensive back and directed the 
Nittany Lions to the 1967 Gator 
Bowl against Florida State. 

After graduating from Penn State 
in 1968 with a degree in health and 
physical education, Sherman was in- 
volved in professional football for 
ten years before returning to his alma 
mater as a part-time assistant coach 
last year. 

Sherman played quarterback for 
the Boston Patriots in 1968 and 1969 
and the Buffalo Bills in 1969. From 
1970-73, he was a member of the 
Hartford Knights of the Atlantic 
Coast League. In 1974 and 1975, 
Sherman played in the World Foot- 
ball League with the New York Stars 
and the Charlotte Hornets before 
concluding his playing career with 
the Calgary Stampeders.

DEFENSIVE ENDS-OUTSIDE 
LINEBACKERS 


A part-time assistant at Rutgers 
for two years, Mike Jacobs was ap- 
pointed as a full-time member of the 
Scarlet football coaching staff fol- 
lowing the 1979 season. 

Jacobs, a 1972 graduate of Wagner 
College, will be in charge of the Sca- 
rlet defensive ends and outside 
linebackers. 

A native of Brooklyn, Jacobs was 
an assistant coach at Poly Prep High 
School in Brooklyn for five years and 
served as an assistant at Thomas Jef- 
ferson High School in the Big Apple 
before casting his lot with the Scarlet 
in 1978. 

A holder of a bachelors degree in 
history from Wagner, Jacobs and his 
wife, Donna, live in New York City. 
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“What Are Rutgers?” 
— The 1979 Season — 


Knoxville Journal sports editor Ben Byrd should have 
been invited to the local Touchdown Club’s post-season 
banquet. And, given his part in the stunning victory over 
Tennessee a couple of months earlier, he just might have 
come. Though certainly a Volunteer regular, he had to 
have enjoyed that kind of game and the meaning it had for 
the group of sassy invaders from New Jersey. 

Byrd’s Free Thought Association football predictions 
ran on the morning of the game and blatantly forecast a 
Tennessee victory. The prediction itself was eminently 
fair in that the Volunteers had not lost to an Eastern 
team since 1941 and was 18-3 against teams from the East 
since 1921. Furthermore, it was Homecoming Day with 
Knoxville favorite John Tate leading the parade. And 
84,265 people wearing orange would be there screaming 
for blood, the kind the Scarlet would be expected to spill 
on the artificial turf. Scouts from five bowl games were 
there, too. 

Ranked 17th in the nation with a 4-2 record that in- 
cluded a 27-17 loss to Alabama the week before, Tennes- 
see was at least a three touchdown favorite over 5-2 
Rutgers which had lost to Penn State and Temple. 

Byrd flew away with his prediction: 

“People around here just don’t know a lot about New 
Jersey and the east, and I guess I have been asked a 
hundred times this week, ‘What are rutgers?’ Some people 
seem to think that they are something like mathematics or 
physics. Others say they always come in groups, and that 
it is impossible to find just one rutger by itself. One 
housewife told me that she bought a pound of them at the 
supermarket last week for fifty-nine cents, but they must 
have been on sale because another lady said that she 
usually pays eighty-nine cents for them. This one man 
who has been up east told me that he doesn't know exactly 
what rutgers are but he’s pretty sure that they are quite a 
bit like yonkers. Now, if I just knew what yonkers were.” 

Tennessee would soon discover the cost although its 
opening drive suited the intended script, the Volunteers 
scoring their lone TD after just 5:09. The rest would be 
Rutgers, with a capital R, as the Scarlet netted 388 total 
yards and limited the Vols to 257 (84 in the first series). 
Only 93 came from rushing. 

Though failing to capitalize on three first half oppor- 
tunities inside the Vols 20, Rutgers gained a 7-7 halftime 
deadlock when Ed McMichael — who completed 11 of 12 
passes for 174 yards on the day — hit Tim Odell for 23 
yards after an Ed Steward interception and then found 
David Dorn for a 37-yard TD toss with five seconds 
remaining in the half. A pair of Kennan Startzell field 
goals (43 and 32) in the third period proved the difference. 
Mark Pineiro’s defensive gem saved the day with the 
seconds ticking off and preserved the Scarlet’s 13-7 win. 

Frank Burns, whose victory was celebrated all the way 
home, granted that it was the “greatest win of my coach- 
ing career,” and felt that “somebody was looking down on 
us today.” He also knew that one game does not a season 
make. It nevertheless came close. 
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That 5-2 mark taken to Tennessee was fashioned on 
victories over Holy Cross (28-0), Bucknell (16-14), 
Princeton (38-14), Connecticut (26-14), and William and 
Mary (24-0). Penn State and Temple had run up over 40 
points each in wins over the Scarlet. 

Rutgers had season highs of 400 total yards and 234 
passing yards in the Holy Cross opener as Ted Blackwell 
gained 108 yards rushing on 16 carries and scored twice. 
Tim Odell and David Dorn accumulated 92 yards each on 
receptions and McMichael went 16 of 21 for 224 yards. 
Deron Cherry was off on the road to the MVP title witha 
31-yard interception for a touchdown. 

The tables were reversed a week later when over 77,000 
watched as the Scarlet gave up 449 yards to the Nittany 
Lions while gaining only eight rushing yards. McMichael, 
who passed his severest test with flying colors, was 11 for 
23 and 168 yards, including a spectacular 72-yard TD 
connection to Dorn. 


Dino Down, But Bounced Back 


Bucknell was tough but Startzell’s field goals of 46, 44 
and 32 tied the Rutgers record for a game and Blackwell 
added 152 yards on 30 carries and a score from seven 
yards out. Rutgers picked up 311 yards and ran up 335 the 
next week at Princeton for a 38-14 win. The Scarlet 
racked up 254 rushing yards as Dorn, Lester Johnson, 
Bryant Moore and Brian Crockett scored. An 84-yard 
punt return by Ken Smith further highlighted the game. 

Temple tore up the Rutgers Stadium turf with 489 total 
yards in a 41-20 romp even though McMichael went 14 of 
27 for 176 yards, 75 on five receptions by Odell. Dorn, still 
at tailback at this stage, gained an even 100 yards on 22 
carries. 

Rutgers, beset by injuries to key people, put together a 
pair of fine games, limiting Connecticut to a season-low 
159 yards and shutting out William and Mary while giv- 
ing up only a low of 46 air yards. Startzell booted a 
career-long 48-yard field goal at Storrs as Jim Dumont 
debuted as a linebacker with a pair of interceptions and 
McMichael went 16 for 24 including a scoring toss to 
Steve Pfirman. 

Dumont came back the next week to record 16 tackles 
at W & Mas Al Ray made his debut with 123 yards on 21 
carries after Blackwell was lost for the season with a knee 
injury. Ray scored twice on his way to the season’s rush- 
ing title, besting Blackwell by just 40 yards. 

A week off allowed the Scarlet to get relatively healthy 
and prepare for Tennessee. It was that preparation that 
Vols coach Johnny Majors cited as one of the factors for 
the upset. Little mentioned in the game reports, that 
preparation was absolutely superb. 

Fear was that the Knights would not come down for the 
Army game in Giants Stadium the next week. But, the 
landing in Newark reminded the squad that it would be 
back in action nearby in a few days and 344 yards later, 
Rutgers had its third shutout, limiting the Cadets to 80 
rushing yards. McMichael was 11 of 17 for 197 yards and 
Ray ran for 96 including a nifty 21-yard scoring burst. 
Startzell hit field goals of 35 and 32 and Cherry booted six 
times for a neat 47.7-yard average. 


Villanova visited and victimized the high flying 
Knights, 32-17, as Wildcat fullback Don Ziesel had the 
best day against Rutgers all year. He carried 24 times for 
155 yards and scored twice and the only home counters 
were Dorn’s short run and 48-yard reception and 
Startzell’s 27-yard field goal. 

The Scarlet, however, bounced back ona Sunday after- 
noon in Louisville to close the season on a high note, Ray 
scored on runs of 59 and one yard, Pineiro on a 35-yard 
interception return and Startzell on a 29-yard boot. Ray 
picked up a career and season-high 183 yards on 29 
carries, the big contribution to a season-high 268 yards 
rushing. 

A good season? You can believe it, and not all con- 
tained in one game. Burns’ record blossomed to 58-19-1 
for seven seasons and 316,499 fans, including 84,256 at 
Neyland Stadium and 77,309 at Beaver Stadium, realized 
that Rutgers, with a capital R, is for real. 

The Associated Press believed it with recognition of 10 
Scarlet athletes. Third team All America Dino Mangiero 
was a first team All-East choice and Kevin Kurdyla and 
Deron Cherry were second team picks. Tim Odell, Pete 
Honeyford, Frank Naylor and Ed McMichael were offen- 
sive honorable mentions and Ed Steward, Mark Freeman 
and Ken Smith, defensive hm’s. 

Cherry was named the team’s most valuable player and 
received the Homer Hazel Trophy and the coveted 
Touchdown Club Trophy went to Startzell who com- 
pleted his superb career with 261 points on 49 field goals 
and 124 extra points. Mangiero, who exemplified his 
spiritual leadership with his leap to the goal post cross bar 
at halftime in Knoxville, and Kurdyla shared the David 
Bender lineman trophy. McMichael justly earned the 
George T. Cronin Trophy as the squad’s most improved 
player. He was also named Player of the Year by the New 
Jersey Football Writers.

NEW DECADE DAWNS 


The Touchdown Club invited “Woody” Hayes to speak 
to its first Spring Football Kick-off and Awards Dinner in 
April and the controversial former coach was everything 
that the group expected — witty, urbane, colloquial and 
positive. 

But, Frank Burns stole the show. 

His reaction to some of the banter about the upcoming 
game with Alabama was: “When I was first told about six 
years ago that we would be playing Alabama in 1980 it 
didn’t bother me a damn bit because I figured by that time 
I'd be fired.” 

Seventy-nine games have gone by since that approxi- 
mate time and Burns has won nearly 75 per cent of them. 
And, the Alabama game is now about to happen. Yet, 
Burns enters the 1980 season with more on his mind. 

“I know a lot of people are talking about Alabama but 
we’ve got 10 other teams on the schedule also. I’m a lot 
more concerned about Temple right now than I am about 


Alabama because we open the season against Temple in 
Franklin Field. 

“But, I’m looking forward to the season. Our senior 
class may be the strongest I’ve ever been associated with 
and the challenge ahead may be the greatest we’ve ever 
faced.” 

Rutgers opens the 1980’s with a schedule that includes 
road contests with Temple, Cornell, Syracuse, Army and 
Virginia. At home are games with Cincinnati, Princeton, 
William and Mary, West Virginia and Colgate. And, 
defending national champ Alabama in Giants Stadium. 

The Scarlet Knights have a series edge only over 
W&M (4-3), Temple (5-4) and Colgate (17-15). Against 
the others, it has not gone well over the years. Princeton 
(16-53-1), Army (2-11), Cornell (4-5), Syracuse (1-8-1), 
Virgina (0-3) and West Virginia (1-4-2) enter this season’s 
games with advantages. The collective edge against the 
nine is 50-106-4. 


Blackwell, Dorn, Odell, McMichael Ready for 1980 
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Deron Cherry — 1979 MVP 


Alabama and Cincinnati are first-time opponents and 
Temple, Princeton, W & M and Army are returnees from 
last year’s schedule. In the most recent games with the 
opponents, Rutgers comes off wins over Princeton (38- 
14), W & M (24-0), Army (20-0), all last year, and, in 1977, 
Cornell (30-14), in 1975, over Syracuse (21-10). Virginia 
was a 41-0 winner over Rutgers in 1962 and West Virginia 
a victor by 27-7 in 1923. Temple won last year, 41-20, and 
Colgate, in 1978, by 14-9. 

The optimism centers on the return of 29 lettermen, 17 
of whom were full-time starters last season and 25 of 
whom have picked up starting assignments so far in their 
careers. 

In senior quarterback Ed McMichael and senior offen- 
sive tackle Kevin Kurdyla, Burns feels he has two of the 
best football players in the East. McMichael, the New 
Jersey Football Writer’s Player of the Year in 1979, com- 
pleted 58.8 per cent of his passes a year ago in his first full 
season, hitting on 124 of 211 aerials for seven touch- 
downs. Kurdyla helped clear the way for 1,939 rushing 
yards and 1,548 passing yards. 

McMichael will have his running corps back almost 
intact with senior Ted Blackwell and junior Albert Ray 
leading the pack. Splitting the season almost, Ray gained 
a team-leading 567 yards after Blackwell’s injury halted 
his production of 527 yards after six games. Ray had 107 
carries for the year, Blackwell, 100. 

Junior Bryant Moore added 301 yards (103 against 
Tennessee) and David Dorn, who started the season at 
tailback before moving. exclusively to the flanker post, 
had 356 yards on 90 running attempts. 

Dorn and senior split end Tim Odell give the Scarlet 
two of the finest receivers around. Together last year, they 
had 61 receptions, Odell catching 34 and Dorn gaining 
just two yards more with 468. Blackwell added nine, Ray, 
13, and Moore, three, all out of the backfield. 


Though four-year starter George Carter is gone from 
the tight end post, Steve Pfirman had several starts last 
year and came up with nine receptions and is an effective 
blocker. His blocking skills will abet those of Kurdyla and 
two other returning starters across the offensive front, 
junior center Frank Naylor and sophomore guard Tony 
Cella. 

Four experienced performers, seniors Mike Kubas and 
Joe Curry, junior Pete George and sophomore Rich 
Spitzer, should fill in the vacancies. 

Defensively, though the loss of Dino Mangiero will be 
evident, five men with starting experience should make 
the Scarlet solid as well as sizeable. Junior Mike 
Rustemeyer (260) is the most veteran but juniors Bill 
Pickel (250), Nasario Dunn (235), Ray Moore (230) and 
Andy Carino (230) have played well and should be bul- 
warks for two more seasons. 

The linebacking corps, suspect at the beginning of the 
1979 campaign, appears solid again with vets Ed Steward 
and Jim Dumont holding down the inside posts and Mike 
Knight right behind. The outside job is up for grabs 
among a host of hopefuls, including senior Jeff 
Blanchard, a part-time starter for the past two seasons. 
Steward was an honorable mention All-American two 
years ago as a middle guard but moved to linebacker 
halfway through the past season and led the squad with 
five interceptions. 

Seniors Deron Cherry and Ken Smith are superb ath- 
letes and steady a secondary that lost Mark Freeman at 
the free safety spot. Cherry, who also handled the punting 
chores and averaged 41.3 yards per boot, may move 
around in the area while junior Mark Pineiro and senior 
Ira Williams or sophomore Bob Ciampaglio will fill the 
vacant posts. 

Replacing such key performers as Mangiero, co- 
captain Pete Honeyford, Carter and Freeman are the 
chief tasks for Burns and his largely revised coaching 
staff. Depth, the constant cry of coaches, is also a concern 
that Burns hopes partly to solve by the quick development 
of his 1979 recruits’ and the current crop, which seems 
formidable in the needy areas. 

Helping Burns solve his problems are three new 
coaches. George DeLeone, Earle Mosely and Tom Sher- 
man were all active in the spring, DeLeone with the 
defensive line, Mosely with the defensive backs and Sher- 
man with the receivers, The group replaces Bob Naso, 
who departed for the head job at Columbia; Dick Curl, 
now Virginia’s offensive coordinator; and Pete Savino, 
who became a member of the business world last winter. 

Two others, Mike Jacobs and Greg Gigantino, have 
taken on full-time status with duties with the defensive 
ends and centers, respectively. 

The off-season also saw one other move when former 
defensive line coach Ted Cottrell took on the assignment 
of directing the linebackers while serving also as defensive 
coordinator. Bill Speranza and Jim Taigia are back in 
their established positions as offensive coordinator and 
offensive line coach, respectively. 

The record of the past decade promotes a sense of 
optimism for the Scarlet. The seventies produced a 74-35- 
1 record, a winning percentage of better than 68 per cent. 
Over the final five seasons of the decade, Rutgers won 
over 80 per cent of its games, winning 45 of 56 contests 
and taking no fewer than eight victories each year. The 
record shows 9-2, 11-0, 8-3, 9-3, and 8-3 slates.

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During the past decade, Rutgers has posted a 75-35-1 
record, a .683 winning percentage. In the five final years 
of the 70’s, the record has been 45-11, a mark that trans- 
lates to a winning percentage of .803. Frank Burns’ record 
for the recent seven seasons is 58-19-1 (.743). For the pair 
of earlier decades, the Scarlet Knights were 57-31 (.648) in 
the 60’s and 42-44-1 (.491) for the 50’s. 


The 1980 season is year 111 for Rutgers football. The 
first intercollegiate game was played on Nov. 6, 1869, 
against Princeton in New Brunswick, Rutgers winning, 
6-4. The Rutgers-Princeton series, which has seen 70 
games, will come to an end with this year’s Sept. 27 
contest in Rutgers Stadium. 


Rutgers Stadium will celebrate its 42nd anniversary in 
1980. The 23,000-seat stadium, still one of the most es- 
thetic around, was dedicated on Nov. 5, 1938, and was the 
scene that day of one of the most memorable of Scarlet 
Knight victories. The stunning 20-17 win over Princeton 
was the first Scarlet victory over the Tigers since 1869. 


Rutgers has had 31 winning home seasons, 11 of them 


perfect. The Scarlet Knights enjoyed 20 consecutive wins 
between losses to Connecticut in 1974 and to Colgate in 
1978, 


The Scarlet Knights will play just one regular season 
game in Giants Stadium this season, an Oct. 11 contest 
with defending national champion Alabama, the first- 
ever meeting between the teams. Rutgers defeated Co- 
lumbia, 47-0, in the first intercollegiate game at the Mea- 
dowlands in 1976 (10/23) and completed its undefeated 
campaign there that year with a 17-9 victory over Colgate 
(10/20). Penn State scored a 45-7 win over the Scarlet in 
1977 (9/2) but the Scarlet shutout both Princeton 24-0 
(9/30) and Columbia, 69-0 (10/28), during the 1978 regu- 
lar season. A participant in Garden State Bowl I on Dec. 
16, 1978, Rutgers lost to Arizona State, 34-18. Last sea- 
son, the Scarlet was a 20-0 winner over Army. The Giants 
Stadium record is 5-2. 


Sixteen Scarlet athletes have won four letters since 
1972, the first year freshmen were allowed to play varsity 
ball since 1954. Dwight Lipscomb and Tom Holmes were 
the first to turn the trick and Nate Toran and John 
Alexander executed the feat in 1976. Mike Fisher, Dan 
Pfabe and Elvin Washington won four awards between 
1974 and 1977, and six made the roster through 1978 — 
Tim Blanchard, John Bucci, Sam Davis, John Gallo, Jim 
Hughes and Glen Kehler. Last year, Dino Mangiero, 
Kennan Startzell and George Carter entered the elite 
circle. Four more have a shot this year — David Dorn, 
Kevin Kurdyla, Ken Smith and Ed Steward. 


Three Rutgers players, all selected to All-America 
teams between 1914 and 1918 by Walter Camp, were 
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pioneer members of professional football teams in the 
mid-west, the precursors of today’s NFL squads. Bob 
“Nasty” Nash, Al “Budge” Garrett and Paul Robeson 
played together on the Akron Pros in 1920. Nash and 
Garrett played a year earlier in the initial season of the 
American Professional Football Association for the Mas- 
sillon Tigers with Nash as the coach. Robeson played for 
three seasons on three different teams, Akron, the Ham- 
mond Pros and the Milwaukee Badgers. Nash ended his 
pro career with the New York Giants in 1925, the first year 
of the franchise, purchased by Tim Mara for $500. 


Rutgers accumulated 781 total yards against Colgate in 
1974, a season high in the nation and a team record. 


The Scarlet defense was ranked among the nation’s top 
10 in four categories in 1975 — fourth in total defense and 
in scoring defense, eighth in rushing and ninth in pass 
defense. Along the way, Rutgers put together 19 straight 
periods in which it did not allow a touchdown from 
scrimmage. The offense established school records for 
total yardage, rushing yardage, rushing attempts and 
total plays. 


Four authentic, 24-karat first team All-Americans have 
played football at Rutgers. Ranging over a period of 45 


years, the selections by recognized agencies, include Paul 
Robeson (1917-18), Homer Hazel (1923-24) who is also a 
Hall of Famer, William Austin (1958) and Alex Kroll 
(1961). Between 1913 and 1918, four other Rutgers play- 
ers were selected to the second and third teams by Walter 
Camp. Howard Talman was named twice to Camp’s third 
team, in 1913 as a guard and in 1914 as a halfback. Bob 
Nash was a second team tackle in 1914, Al Garrett, a third 
team guard in 1916, and Frank Kelley a third team half- 
back in 1919. 


With the perfect 11-0 record in 1976, Rutgers was the 
first major college team in 19 years and only the sixth in 
NCAA history to lead the nation in three defensive 
categories. The Scarlet Knight defense allowed just 7.4 
points a game, permitted only 83.9 yards rushing per 
contest and limited opponents to 179.2 yards in total 
defense per game. 


Dino Mangiero joined the ranks of Scarlet All- 
Americans last season when he was selected to the 
Associated Press’ third team. Ed Steward, a starter at 
linebacker this year as a senior, was an honorable men- 
tion as a middle guard in 1978 and Nate Toran was an AP 
third teamer in 1975 and a second teamer in 1976. 


Jim and Bob Dumont give Rutgers its third set of twins 
since the middle sixties, and in all cases, one of the siblings 
has been named Bob. Bob and Ron Kenny of Closter 
played as quarterback and tackle between 1963 and 1966 
and the Hynoskis, Bob and Walt, were a defensive back- 
wide receiver duo between 1975 and 1978. The Dumonts 
could start together in 1980 as sophomores, Jim resuming 
his starting role from last year and Bob taking over as a 
defensive end. To tell them apart, check the front teeth. 
Bob’s have been chipped. 


The final 1979 NCAA Division 1-A statistics listed 
three Scarlet players, all juniors. Scoring leader David 
Dorn was 23rd among the nation’s scorers with 6.7 points 
per game (74 total); quarterback Ed McMichael was 19th 
in passing efficiency tied at a 124 rating with Roch Hontas 
of Tulane; and cornerback Ken Smith finished seventh 
among punt returners with a 12.6 average. 


In 1979, Rutgers limited opponents to 261.5 yards a 
game to place I Ith in the country in total defense. The 
Scarlet Knights lost the ball only 18 times to finish in a 
third place tie with Navy, Clemson and East Carolina in 
the turnover lost column. 


Just off the list of the nation’s top 13 field goal kickers, 


_ Kennan Startzell completed his career tied for ninth 
‘ among the nation’s all-time specialists. With 13 of 19 last 


year, Startzell was successful on 49 career goals and 
scored 261 points over his career. 


Five offensive and five defensive performers were rec- 
ognized by the Associated Press for All-East honors. 
Defensive tackle Dino Mangiero was a first team choice 
and offensive tackle Kevin Kurdyla and defensive back 
Deron Cherry were second team picks. Split end Tim 
Odell, offensive guard Pete Honeyford, center Frank 
Naylor, quarterback Ed McMichael, linebacker Ed 
Steward, free safety Mark Freeman and cornerback Ken 
Smith received honorable mention notice. 


Rutgers could have as many as six men competing in 
the pro ranks in 1980. Dino Mangiero, Kennan Startzell 
and Mark Freeman were picked up as free agents by 
Kansas City, Boston and Washington, respectively, fol- 
lowing the draft. Don Harris has been with the Redskins 
for three seasons and was joined by John Alexander in the 
spring. Alexander was once a Miami Dolphin. Dan Gray 
remains on the Detroit Lions roster. 


In 1979, Rutgers was better on the road than at home, 
managing only a 2-2 mark in Rutgers Stadium but going 
5-1 on the road and 1-0 at a neutral site. The Scarlet 
Knights won all three outings below the Mason-Dixon 
line, defeating William and Mary, Tennessee and 
Louisville. 
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JOHN ALSOP, 6-2, 195, RB, BRIDGEWATER, NJ/BRIDGEWATER RARITAN EAST 
Gained over 800 yards and scored a dozen touchdowns in 1979. Averaged five yards on 161 running attempts while 
helping his team post a 7-3 record. 

ALAN ANDREWS, 6-5, 205, DE, SUCCASUNNA, NJ/ROXBURY 
A first-team Group IV All-State quarterback and defensive back in 1979. Lettered for two seasons at Roxbury after 
moving with his family from Georgia in 1977. 

CHARLES BAKAS, 6-1, 190, QB-DB, WESTHAMPTON BEACH, NY/WESTHAMPTON 
Landed first-team All-New York State honors as a quarterback and defensive back. Passed for 863 yards and rushed 
for 838 yards as an option quarterback. Scored 19 TDs on the ground and threw for II a year ago. 

GARY BEDDOE, 6-2, 180, FL, ENDICOTT, NY/UNION ENDICOTT 

Shattered nearly all of his school’s pass receiving marks, holding records in career yards (982) and career TD 
receptions (12). He also owns single season marks with 490 receiving yards and seven TDs. 

WILLIAM BESCHNER, 6-2, 235, FB-DT, STATEN ISLAND, NY/NEW DORP 

Played as a defensive tackle and fullback as a senior. Rushed for over 800 yards and was named to the New York 
All-City team as a defensive player in 1979. 

LESTER BOUNTY, 6-3, 250, DT, DARIEN, CT/DARIEN 
Won three scholastic letters as a defensive tackle and tight end. Was named to the All-State team in addition to 

landing a berth on the New York Daily News’ All-Connecticut team. 

BARRY BUCHOWSKI, 6-4, 215, LB, RUNNEMEDE, NJ/POPE PAUL VI 

An All-South Jersey and All-Delaware Valley player as a linebacker in 1979. Led his team in tackles as a senior and 
recorded six pass interceptions, including a school-record 101-yard pilfer return for a TD. 

THOMAS CHERGEY, 6-4, 210, TE-LB, SOUTH RIVER, NJ/SOUTH RIVER 
An All-State Group II player who started as a tight end and linebacker. Caught 23 passes for 360 yards and seven 

TDs. Won four varsity letters at South River. Averaged over 13 points a game as a scholastic cager. 

EDWARD COOK, JR., 6-2, 235, DT, PHILADELPHIA, PA/ST. JOHN NEUMANN 
A three-year letterwinner who is the son of Ed Cook, Sr.,a 12-year player in the NFL with the St. Louis Cardinals and 
the Atlanta Falcons, Was an All-Catholic League first-team choice as a tackle in 1979. 

KEVIN DYEVICH, 6-3, 215, LB, QUEENS, NY/BAYSIDE 
An All-State, AIl-PSAL and All-City selection as a linebacker during his senior season. Helped the Commodores 
compile an impressive 26-5 record during his varsity career. 

DAVID FERNANDES, 6-1, 235, DT, OXEN HILL, MD/OXEN HILL 
Averaged over eight tackles per game and at least one quarterback sack last season at Oxen Hill High School. Was 
named to the All-Prince George Conference, All-County and All-Southern Maryland honor squads. 

LAMONT GREEN, 6-3, 245, OT-DT, EAST ORANGE, NJ/CLIFFORD J. SCOTT 
A second-team All-State and a first-team All-Essex County performer at offensive and defensive tackle in 1979. 
Helped his scholastic team post a 7-2 mark a year ago. 

CRAIG HOFEFNER, 6-3, 215, DE-TE, MAPLE SHADE, NJ/MAPLE SHADE 
Started offensively and defensively as a tackle and end for the 3-6 Wildcats in 1979. Earned All-Freedom Conference, 
second-team All-Area, All-Group II and All-South Jersey acclaim. 

WILLIAM HOUSTON, 5-10, 185, TB-DB, EASTON, PA/EASTON 
Played as a defensive back and tailback in 1979. Gained nearly 1,000 yards and averaged 4.8 yards a carry as he led the 
Red Rovers to a 9-2 mark. Led team in tackles for two seasons as a cornerback. 

BRIAN HUSTA, 6-3, 210, TE-LB, MAYS LANDING, NJ/OAKCREST 
An All-South Jersey selection as a linebacker and tight end in 1979. Recorded 55 solo tackles in addition to excelling 
as a pass receiver for the Falcons. Joins his former teammate, Ralph Leek, at Rutgers. 

SCOTT JENSEN, 6-2, 185, DB, WOODBRIDGE, NJ/JOHN F. KENNEDY 
An All-Middlesex County defensive back and an outstanding quarterback at John F. Kennedy High School. Passed 
for over 1,000 yards and six TDs while also ranking as one of the team’s top tacklers as a senior. 

JEFFREY KURDYLA, 6-3, 240, DT-OT, NEWARK, NJ/EAST SIDE 
A four-year letterman as an offensive and defensive tackle. Was named to the All-Newark team and won second-team 
honors on the All-Essex County squad as a senior. Joins older brother, Kevin, on the Scarlet team. 

JOHN OWENS, 6-3, 230, OT-DT, DELRAN, NJ/DELRAN : 
Played as an offensive and defensive tackle at Delran High School. An All-Burlington County Freedom Division 
all-star team member and a member of the All-South Jersey Group II honor squad. 

JOSEPH PENNUCCI, 6-3, 240, DT-OT, LYNN, MA/LYNN CLASSICAL 
Won three varsity letters as a two-way lineman and helped the Rams post a 10-1 record and win the Massachusetts 
(Division II) state crown in 1979, Claimed numerous post-season honors following a standout senior year. 

MICHAEL PRESUTTI, 6-0, 190, FB, STATEN ISLAND, NY/CURTIS 
Earned three letters and amassed over 1,700 yards as a fullback duringa stellar varsity career. Was the MVP in the 
1979 Fugazzi Bowl. Claimed All-New York City first-team honors as a senior gridder. 

DOUGLAS SMITH, 6-2, 230, DT, MASONTOWN, PA/ALBERT GALLATIN 
Won three varsity letters and was selected to the All-County and All-Conference honor squads. Attended the U.S 
Military Academy Prep School last season. 

JOHN SWEENEY, 6-3, 205, C, LONG BRANCH, NJ/LONG BRANCH 
Played as a center and defensive end for the Green Wave in 1979. Helped Long Branch win the Shore Conference 
Group B Northern Division title last season. Was an All-Monmouth and All-Shore honor squad member. 

JOHN WALTERS, 6-1, 235, FB, DEPTFORD, NJ/DEPTFORD 
An All-State nose guard-fullback who was selected by the Touchdown Club of South Jersey as its Lineman of the 
Year. A four-year letterman who ran for 853 yards and three TDs as a senior. Also recorded over 100 tackles. 

JOHN YOWLER, 6-1, 180, RB-DB, GLOUCESTER, NJ/GLOUCESTER CATHOLIC
